Guess I'd best explain the above, and similar changes you'll see in the 
future. The F.C.C, has finally decided to understand more of whats happen- 
ing & revised it's thinking. Most stations coverage are presently limited 
by transmitter power, many using dropping resistors to limit coverage. As 
this is a waste of power, the FCC now allows elimination of such resistors 
and @ reduction in transmitter power to provide the same coverage. Thus 
you'll find some stations running oddball powers of sorts, (A 1,000 watt_ 
daytimer "burning up" 150 watts in a resistor can now operate at 850watt!) 

A station can now increase tower height for more coverage, then reduce 
transmitter power, and still increase coverage, AS an example: a 1, 000wt 
station using a % wave tower develope a better than average field in mv/m. 
In this condition, 5,000 watt won't fit without causing interferance, BUT 
using 4,500 watts into the tall tower wouldn't cause interferance, and it 
would still provide more field than the F,C.C, requires for 5,000 watts. 

In other words, you can now run "reduced power", if your field doesn't 
drop below minimum field for your power level, Very interesting, and many 
stations should take advantage of this in the future}

Most disappointing was the non-reception of any "exotic" DX such as Ber- 
muda, Bahamas or one of the major P.R. stations. I am of the opinion a 
properly aimed & constructed Beverage would pull in such DX in mid-day 
Summer reception CX, I get fair daytime reception of several N.C. LW bea- 
cons, on 198 & 216k, & WOBR-1530 is heard OK, mixed w/WIDM, at Jones 
Beach, L.I. & would be audible at my home if WIHE were silent, I'm sure. 
Mike's 1060 unID may be WALD in 5.C., by the way. Now, comment on Warren 
Powis' World Radlo Allocations - a study by the Fcc of using 8 or 9k 
spacing (as it applies financially) to the Broadcaster (Recommendation 
#4) 19 well & good, but where isa the financial considerat. n in Rec. #5 
which urges the BCB extend to 2,000k? This would require repiacement of 
all existing consumer-type radios, at considerable out-of-pocket expense 
to the citizen. Broadcasters, on the other hand would likely be subsi- 
dized by the taxpayer - no matter what changes they were to make. Also 
4t is most unlikely any new stations would want to set up shop in that 
parren area, where no one would hear them. Remember UHF-TV in the 50'a 
& 60's? Also let's not forget the thrust of the Proposal was to help the 
DXer, NOT the commercial industry. There is no real difference teehni- 
cally whether the U.S. is on a 10 or 9k waveplan, I suppose, but we as 
DXers should strive to get the FCC tu urge to KEEP us on a 10 plan while 
everyone else would move to 8 or 9. This would put all the foreign DX on 
splits for us, allowing systematic study of long-distance reception CX 
which cannot be done today with all the available channels blocked. I am 
totally confident WWRL is unawa¥e of what a 1602k het is, ag it may be a 
problem only outside of their "selling radios" & that, only five to seven 
nights a year. JI can't speak for the Pacific, though. Redom. #5~ if 
Europe moved to even 10k spacing, FORGET TA DX! Ag it 1s now the poten- 
tial for hets is there, but the problem, realistically just does not ex- 
4st. There is NO need to be so concerned w/hets on an inter-continental 
scale, as the W.R.A. alludes to. The received fields aren't all that 
high, I feel. This plan would do‘lmmense disservice to DXers. Besides, 
if 8 or 9 spacing is technically permissable, why put EVERYONE on a 10k 
spacing? I will continue with this.

The word “first” was later dropped — some 
say because of.

Up te that peint, ne 
Pittsburgh Pirate home BB games were allewed te be broadcast, so KQV set 
up someene with bineculars on a reeftep across from Ferbes Field. After 
each inning, there was a description ef what happened. The Pirate man- 
agement howled in anguish at such "Pirating" and sued the statien. The 
station was the eventual winner ef the suit, and breadcasting of home 
games was permitted, but ironically, not over KQV. WWSwW-1500 was the 
statien set up by William S. Walker to replace the eld WMBJ. WWSW was 
Pittsburgh's enly really independant statien, & for many years their 
hours were 8am to llpm. At the end ef 1938 they became Pittsburgh's 
first AN station with the "1500 Club" & even kept that program name af- 
ter meving te 1490 in 1941. WWSW was the baseball station fer Pittsburgh 
frem the early 30s en, but until 1939, enly with ticker tape on away 
games. Hewever, at various time in the 308 & 408, WJAS, KQV, and finally 
KDKA, alse carried the games. WWSW alse had te make several XR moves: 
from Wilkinsburg, te the Hill District, te the North Side, always fight- 
ing 1500/1490 interference preblems. For a Pittsburgh DXer in the 30s, 
there was ample eppertunity to pick up eut-ef-tewn statiens. In the 
daytime, there were enly a small number ef "near lecals" in the Western 
Pa., O. W. Va. area. One ef the very leng-gene enes was WNBO-1200, Sil- 
ver Haven, Pa. shich shared time w/WHBC ef Canton, 0. altheugh WNEO was 
30 miles S of Pittsburgh, & Canten is 100 mites NW! WWVA-1160 (now 1170) 
Wheeling, w/5,000w was practically anether Pittsburgh local, & ence con- 
sidered moving te Pittsburgh. They shared time nights w/WOWO until 1941. 
WKBN-570, Yeungstewn, O. also put a streng signal inte the Pittsburgh ar- 
es, w/enly 500w. They shardd time w/WOSU, Columbus, & semetimes en heli- 
days, when WKBN left the air for WOSU, & the latter didn't come on (it 
being a holiday) WNAX, Yankten could be breught 1n at neen! WHJB-620, 
Greensburg, Pa. came en the air in 1934 w/250w days, & I heard it s/on 
fer its first regular broadcast. WHJB was under the same ewnership ag 
WIAS & KQV. “ight next to WHIB was WJAY-610, Cleveland, & they were 
quite streng in Pittsburgh w&th just 500w days.’ They later became WCLE. 
On 640 was the eld WAIU, Columbus, anether 500 watter, which went eff the 
air at Les Angeles sunset. This station became WHKC. Mere, next week.
